Rural Primary Highways

The signs are normally posted at locations where parking activity is taking place to th
hazardous condition is caused. These locations are typically near traffic generators su
roadside produce stands, restaurants or recurring special events.

Chapter 2Signing 
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2B-5 Parking signs

The typical legend for No Parking signs provided and installed by the Iowa DOT is “No 
Parking Any Time”. No Parking signs with messages such as “No Parking Here to Corner” may be 
appropriate for installation by the Iowa DOT when provided for in the project agreement. An 
alternate to the “No Parking Here To Corner” sign is “No Parking Any Time” with an arrow pointing 
in the direction that the regulation is in effect. When signs with arrows are used to indicate the extent 
of the restricted zones, the signs should be set parallel to the line of traffic flow. The city is 
responsible for signs with messages such as “No Truck Parking”, “No Parking This Side” “No 
Parking 8:30 AM To 5:30 PM”, “One Hour Parking 9AM to 7PM” and “No Parking Loading Zone”. 

The number of No Parking signs should be held to the minimum needed for enforcement of 
the regulation. One sign per block on each side of the street may be sufficient unless there are alley 
intersections, in which case two signs per block on each side may be necessary.
